WASHINGTON, August

Itewart has made an elaborate report 
u the State war "d'aima of California, 
Oregon and Nevada in support and ex- 


nation of the bill reported from the 


Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
he object of which is to ascertain the 
amount of money paid by the,States j 
above mentioned for common defense 
n the securing, arming, etc., of volnn- 
eers for ths purpose of guarding the 
overland mail and emigrant routes and 
aking the place of regulars to defend 
he borders ucd suppress Indian hos- 
:ilities subsequent to Apiil 15, 1861. 
Also, to ascertain the amount in inter- 
st paid by these States on the principal 
jorrowed and expended for reimburse- 
ment by the United States. 


Tho report says the condition of af- 


'airs in these remote States was serious, 
indeed, the absence of United States 
regular' troops, withdrawn 
from 
the 


Pacitic Coast, rendered it absolutely 
necessary that the overland mail and 
emigrant route should be guarded from 
ncnrsions of hostile Indians, and this 
was done most efficiently by volunteers 
rotn the Statea in question. To the 
calls for volunteers for tho war of the 
rebellion, and for guarding the Pacific 
ailway -routes, the 
State responded 


iromptly and faithfully. 
California's 


quota of enlisted volunteers aggregated 
nearly 10,000 men. The amount of 
these claims arising subsequent to April 
15, 18G1, are: California, ©2,938,023; 
Oregon, §390,023; Nevada, $341,137; 
total, $3,090,581. The authority and 
precudeuts for the United States to pay 
ihese claims is based upon the fourth 
section of {he fourth article, and the 
tenth section of the first article of the 
Constituiion of the United States, and 
upon Secretary Seward's letter calling 
upon tho Governor of loyal States to 
put their States iu defense at their own 
expense, and rely ou the General Gov- 
ernment for reimbursement.
